to lay a sidewalk on north side of 
Francisco street 
between

avenue and Cuitis street. 
Referred to 
Superintendent of Streets. 


The request of J. J. Dunn to be re­ 
leased from his contract to macada­ 
mize Walnut street we think should be 
granted. 


The petition of J. C. McMulIen and 
others for grade on Grove street be­ 
tween Dwight way and Adeline street 
and on Derby, Ward, Stnart, Oregon 
and Russell streets we cannot endorse 
for in our opinion grade should only 
be given when parties are ready to 
grade and macadamize. 
Carried. 


The petition of H. D . Irwin for the 
improvement of Adeline street from 
Dwight way to the south boundary line 
of the town, we would suggest be placed 
on file as grading and macadamizing is, 
what is wanted. 
Adopted.

The South Berkeley Improvement 
Club, not having named any particu- 
lar street needing repairs (as requested 
by Street Committee) we recommend 
their petition be placed 
on file. 
Adopted. 


The President of the Common­ 
wealth Mutual Building and Loan As­ 
sociation to lay a six-foot cement side­ 
walk on both sides oi Unison street, 
between the northerly line of Bancroft 
way and the southerly line of Allston, 
we endorse for the reasons said street 
has just been macadamized and there 
is no walk of any kind on said street. 


Your committee feel in duty bound 
to report unfavorably on the conrtruc- 
tion of the Eighth street bridge. Tim- 
bets which the specification required to 
be made of one piece are made of four 
pieces spiked together which impairs 
the durability of the structure 
very 
much.

IS HIGH AND DRY ON THE P I L E S 


AT PORT COSTA. 


The Large 
Kirk Soap Factory of 


Chicago Burned This 


Morning. 


Special dispatches to the QazBTTK. 


High and Dry. 


Benicia, Dec. 7.— As the big Ferry 
steamer Salono was crossing 
this 
morning at 7.16 from ^Port Costa to 
Benicia. it being very foggy, to take 
number 4, the Central overland from 
Benicia to Port Costa, she ran on to a 
lot of burned piles where 
formerly 
stood Balfour, Guthrie & Co.'s grain 
wharf that was burned some months 
ago. 


She is now lying high and dry on the 
top of some 25 piles, and as the tide is 
running out the damage to her hull 
may be serious. 


The steamer lies in a very bad posi­ 
tion at present, but not until the tide 
falls will it be known what damage was 
done. 


The officers feel confident that at 
high water this 
evening she will be 
floated, but from appearances at pres­ 
ent it will be a costly blunder. 


Trains are sent around via Vallejo 
and Stockton and traffic is badly de- 
delayed. 
It is feared serious damage 
has been done the vessel. 


Factory Burned. 


Chicago, Dec. 7.—A fire early this 
morning destroyed part of the exten­ 
sive soap manufacturing works of the 
James S. Kirk Company, North Water 
street.
